| Accused pleaded guilty through Mr.

ing with intent was ‘withdrawn. 


“Mr. Anderson said accused had been 
in the Colony for a long time. He took 
over management of the restaurant 
some years ago. He wags not an 
habitual drinker but did at times take 
drink for which he was the worse. 

The attack was not entirely. un- 
provoked. .He was pushed out the 
room and told to go to bed. He had 
been drinking. 

_ "his was his first offence of any kind 
@uring his 23 years as_ restaurant 
keeper. The peculiar nature of his 
‘work was dependant on his. person- 
ality and there had never been any 
trouble with the authorities. , 

PROFOUNDLY SORRY: 

‘There was no risk of a repetition of 
the’ offence. He had learnt his lesson 
and was profoundly sorry. He realised 
he was fortunate not to be facing a 
more serious charge. . 

His married life had been normal 

and happy and his wife was prepared 

’ to carry on with him. Accused was no 
fonger a young man and though he got 
drunk at times he had led a decent life 
for 23 years.’
